HOPE NOT ABANDONED OF 
' SHIP'S SAFETY, 


a 


N ow 80 DAYS OVERDUE. 


. ‘London, May 23. 

Despite the fact that the ship 
fs now: more than 80 days over- 
due, hope has not-been abandoned 
of news -being received this year 
of the Danish training ship “Ko- 
benhavn”: which left Buenos Aires 
on December 14th, for Adelaide, 

The only news from her since 
was n wireless message picked up 
on December 2st,: seven days 
later, by ‘the Norwegian ship 
“William . Plumer” but this: gave 
no indication of distress, 

It is requested that any“ wire- 
less .station which may hear 
signalg from the Kobenhavn will 
send full details to the Actisebs- 
knbeg' Siatiske ‘Compagnie. 

The call-sign of the missing 
ship unti] January Ist was OJBA 
and since OXTC.— British Wire- 
less. . 

The Kobenhavn ag was a five- 
masted barque of about 4,000 tons 
register, fitted with auxiliary mo- 
tor power for use in emergencies 
and for entering and leaving: port, 
but her motive power ‘was. wind, 
and she may be regarded as a 
sailing ship.; She . was built in 
1921 for her Danish owners, and 
was used as a training ship for 
officers for the Danish merchant 
navy. Her total . complement 
would be about cighty, mostly 
cadets, a , 

The distance she had to trn- 
verse Is roughly about 9,000 mlics, 
and the passnge should have been 
completed In less than elghy days. 
She is now.161 days out and hope- 
lessly overdue,’ 

Assuming ‘her to be: lost, the 
field’ of specluation may be con- 
fied to two causes—collision with 
an icecKerg or foundering through 
broaching-to. The usual track of 
‘sailing ships ‘bound from South 
America to Australia would take 
her to about latitude 4Gdeg south, 
and the possibility of collision 
with ice during,the long hours of 
the antipodean night, or during: 
fog,. cannot be dismissed. 

The more probable cause, how- 
ever, is that the ship foundored 
through broaching-to while’ run- 
ning before a heavy sen. In that 
‘region of the world of waters 
known to seamen og wind Southern 
Ocean, the’ great west wind : pre- 
vaila throughout the year, and in 
{ta periods of fury the seas which 
accompany it are enormous— 
long grecn mountains of water 
for ever rolling majestically on- 
ward, with no land to impede 
their progress,
